Re: Requirements for licensure/Sequencing and Comity Applications

Jim looked at past ALJ orders and excluded those that were approved in the end, only looking
at those who were denied.

The board wants to stay away from co-ops and basically take care of the W1 situation. When
the exam was taken will no longer have relevance. Several board members see I1C 25-31-1-12
as meaning that as long as they have 4 years of work experience after graduation then thay are
qualified, the experience does not have to be earned prior to sitting for the exam. We may need
to adjust the statute to make the board’'s wishes come true.

They do not want to open up their statute. How far can they go in interpreting the statute with
comity applicants? JS and ASJ bring it back in July and then move as far as we can with that
sentiment under the rules.
